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Fairfax Democrats 
Bar Wallace Voter 


The Fairfax County Demo- 
cratic Committee barred a 
candidate for nomination to 
the House of Delegates from 
addressing a committee meet- 
ing Tuesday night because he 
voted for George Wallace in 
last year’s Presidential elec- 
tion. 

Walter L. Stephen s, who ac- 
knowledges having voted for 
Wallace one of the party’s 
nine candidates in the July 15 
House of Delegates primary, 
walked out of the meeting be- 
fore the issue could be re- 
solved. 

The committee’s steering 
unit voted to exclude Ste- 
phans two weeks ago because 
of his vote for Wallace, ac- 
cording to Flora Crater, a 
committee member. 

Stephens 39, went to the 
meeting at Annandale Elemen- 
tary School anyway. He said 
he was invited by several com- 
mitteemen. 

Ramsay Potts, County chair- 
man, called for a voice vote of 
members to dermine whether 
Stephens should be allowed to 
speak. 


The' vote was inconclusive 
and before a second — by 
raised hands — could be taken, 
Stephens left. He said he 
not “want to embarrass iitfl 
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supporters by exposing them' 3 * 
to reprisals.” 1 t 

Stephens relations with the " 1 
County committee have beeh-T 
strained since late March, ^ 
when he refused to withdraw 
form a special House of Dele^'^ 
gates election in favor of the' 
party’s regular candidate, Paul ; 
Reiber. 

Last month, Stephens’ presv^« 
ence on the primary ballot', 
was in doubt until the State'll 
Board of Elections ruled ( that' 
his vote for Wallace did riot ^ 
break his party pledge, which 
finds a candidate to support . ^ 
the party’s nominees. The.^ 
Board took the position that. 
the pledge only covers Vir-j 
ginia candidates. • - "
